Ltddell Hart in his took Decisive tfars of History, while it tcr.es i:- ; General Caaon-s 
researches of Kapoleon r s campaigns in "jaar.oeuvrs cur le dcrriores," B.H. Liddel Hart '-'a 
node has greater application and circulation, It was further expanded and polished 
tar him when he served as military editor of the Encyclopaedia Ehatgraft.a, It finds 
its present form in tho updated work Str^o£v(19695 in vhich B.H. Liddell Hart exaaines 
a succession of great captains and iaa,ior conflicts in history which bear out his 
theory ° 

This article is designed to merely outline the saaoor tenets of the theory 
of the indirect approach and provide exp3-.p3.e3 for clarification. It is not an attempt 
to synthesize B.H. Liddell Hart's research or add anything to his worJ:. This is

In brief* Haxt aaitifcair»3 that the direst approach aoai favored by the conveu- 
ti&aX military Bind provolscs a stubborn resistance* This in turn only servos to 
intensity the difficulty of gaining one's objective. History ic filled Kith c;;anpl©3 
of failures to achieve decisive ends by resorting to a direct froatal assault, Soase 
of the acre ootablo examples include; 

i«, Allies &ad Gexs&na on tha tics-tern Front in fflfl 

2* Allies in tho Italian Campaign (Aneio) in HHIX 

3« Japanese at Port Arthur deuring tho Eusso- Japanese War

At best,,., the direct assault obtains a strategic advantage and at worst ,, 
the attaefcteg force can loco control of the entire campaign or war. In Hart's view, 
the direct approach never yields conclusive results? Quite tho contrary s the direct 
approach jeopardises in advance the success of an attack and needlessly exposes att- 
ackers to unnecessary risfcs in the pursuit cf objectives that could nearly alvays he 
obtained sore expeditiously and at .less cost through §m indirect approach t 

The indirect approach consists cf avoiding a fronta3. attack and seeking to 
turn it by a f iM* H»irezBeT»t so that & more penetrable side is o>roosed < ITo wove along 
the liise of natural eitpectatioa ittcrsases the opponent's balance sad thas^. his power 
to resist* la HaxVs Kordffi :; "In isost casspaigns dislocation of the ensay's psychological 
and physical balance has 'been the vital prelude to a successful attempt at his over- 
throw.." The strategy cf tho indirect approach cnbo&ioe aoi oaly convontisrtai military 
strategy bat use of oth© r factors to "dislocate" the ©nossy in battle such as morale,, 
flitics f public opinion* eco£osslc3 s subterfuge, propaganda, fifth coluaBj, will to wia ; 
aiBCelXaneous psychological devices „ etc* Thus there is a *:nole range of activity 
aitey froa the battle field that provides an areas, for dislocating asad disorienting 
the opponent so that one's one forces have aa indirect advantage prior to strategic 
considerations on the battlefield.

5c Take a line of operation which offers alternative objectives 
60 Ensure that both plan and dispositions are flexible — adaptable to cir- 
cumstances 

7<» Do not throw your weight into a stroke while your opponent is on guard 
8. So not renew on attack along tho sane line (or in the same form) after 
it has one failed 

Two main problems are encountered in successful use of the indirect approach c 
The first is dislocation which precedes the actual blow* The second is exploitation 
which follows the actual blow. Application of the eight axiozss of the indirect approach 
in both military and psychological (especially morale) arenas can almost always
